AND MR. WILLIS HAS INSTRUCTIONS 


To Go Slowand Not Use Force in Attempt- 
ing to Restore the Monarchy—Inter- 
views on the Situation. 


ee. November 19.—(Special.)— 
Vashingtyn has been quiet and decorous 
Yolay as becomes the capital on Sunday. 
At the clubs and hotels, where public men 
resort for gossip and creature comforts, 
ibe news brought from Hawaii by the 
Australia yesterday was discussed with 
languid interest. It was so different from 
what was expected that everybody was as 
surprised 2s politicians ever are. The con- 
sensus of opinion is that the administration 
is preparing to hedge, if not squarely back 
down, from the position assumed toward 
Hawaii in the Gresham report. 

Minister Thurston spent the day quietly 
in the rooms of the Hawaiian legation. He 
bore an air of hope and confidence more 
marked than at any time since the giving 
out of the Gresham report. He declined, 
however, to make any statement or to talk 
regarding the situation or possible future 
developments on the diplomatic ground that 
it would not be respectfui to this govern- 
ment to do

Cleveland was. of course, in- 
accessible. None of the cabinet would talk. 

The three hundred eompositors at the 
government printing office pegged away at 
Llount’s report, though the reason fer put- 
ting it in type with such haste remains as 
mysterious as it was last night. 

Irom an ex¢ellent source, it is learned 
tonight that the supplemental instructions 
which the Monawai bore on Friday from 
Gresham to Willis did not direct him. to 
proceed to restore the monarchy by force, 
and did not pice the naval forees in 
Hawaiian waters at his command for that 
arbitrary purpose. His instructions were 
to continue with the wise caution which has 
so far characterized his actious siuce his 
arrival at Hawaii. 

Willis’s report has put an entirely differ- 
ent phase on the Hawaiian situation in the 
mind of the administration, and jt no longer 
is so cock-sure that Blount’s report and 
conclusions will stand the test of an im- 
partial and rigid serutiny to which they 
will, of course, be subjected whenever made 
public... The supplemental instructions to 
Willis give him wide discretion as to what 
he shaly do and shall not do in regard to 
the government of the islands. Thev do 
not, however, authorize him to use foree 
to restore the queen. If he shall finally 
come to the conclusion that the dusky 
monarehy should be restoréd, and that force 
would be necessary to accomplish that de- 
sign, his instructions are to make no move 
in that direction until he has first reported 
the fact to the government and has re- 
ceived explicit orders te take that course. 
These supplemental instructions are based 
on the idea that the Hawaiian affair will 
have to be referred to congress, and there 
fonght out. In the meantime, the govern- 
ment will stay its hand and depend on 
Witlis to maintain the present status in 
Hawaii. 

Minister Thurston's report and advices to 
President Dole went forward last Thursday 
on the Warimoo via Vietoria, instead of on 
the Victoria via Vancouver. ‘This steamer 
will convey the first intelligence jo the 
islands of Gresham's report. No news of 
the happenings on the jslands after if 4s 
known there what his report contains can 
reach this country for two or tlree weeks 
from now. It is possible that the knowledge 
of that report and its recommendations 
may lead to an uprising of the queen's ad- 
herents. |

It seems certain, at all events, that Presi- 
dent Dole had no suspicion when tbe 
Australia sailed that it was the purpose of 
Minister Willis to restore the ex-queen. 
It is not possible that Mr. Thurston, Ha- 
Waiiau minister here, could have given him 
warning, for Secretary Gresham’s letter 
astounded and cdtsconcerted him when it 
was published and left uo opportunity for 
him to warn his government. It has the 
chief feature of the friends of the provisiona: 
government in this country, in that its 
ignorance in the public sentiment here and 
the first shock of the threatened action by 
the United States, it would its su- 
thority. It is irne, however, that for some 
time past, the provisional gevernment has 
abandoned all hope of favorable action by 
the present administration towards annexa- 
tion, and has been copsidering means to pu:

The choice seems to lic 
between ghis opinion and the one that 
Minister Willis has found it impracticable 
to carry out instructions to restore the 
queen without using means he was not 
prepared to employ.

Views of a Senator, 

A prominent democratic senator, a mem- 
ber of the foreign relations committee, who 
declined to permit the use of his name, 
said tonight: 

“Tt seems very clear to me that Mr. Willis 
has encountered a state of affairs which 
he had not been led te expect, and which 
his instructions did net cover. He found 
evidently when he reached the islands that 
the provisioua) government Was disposed to 
withstand all overtures for the restoration 
of the queen, and far better prepared than 
had been supposed to resist any pressure 
to replace her upon the throne. I have 
private advices of the best character that 
President Dole has a wel, equally equipped 
force of faur or tive hundred men who will 
stand by the present government to the 
utmost limit. Now, I think that the in- 
ference is justified that when Minister Wil- 
lis found this well-equipped and determined 
force, and when he diseovered that the 
feeling of the intelligent peopie of the island 
was favorable to the present government, 
he weakened in his determination to reseat 
the queen upon her throne. If, indeed, the 
Dole administration displayed a deterimina- 
tion to maintain its position by force of 
arms, there was nothing for Mr. Willis to 
do but change his plans and ask for the 
further instructions. To have persisted in 
landing the marines for the purpose of 
forcing a change of government would have 
been an act of war, pure and simple, and 
no sane man can believe that President 
Cleveland ever contemplated any = such 
move as that. I see that some of the news- 
papers have put this construction upon 
What they consider the president’s instrue- 
tions, but it must be borne in mind that 
these justructions have been made public.” 

The same senator expressed the view that 
the islands ought to be annexed to the 
lnited States, and said their government 
cousxl be made simple and easy by consti- 
iuiing them a part of the state of Cali- 
fornia, 

The Leiters of Credentials. 

Honolulu papers of recent date contain 
frequent editorial allusions to Miniscer 
Willis and his awet.ons in connection with 
the presentation of his credentials to the 
provisional government. ‘They also pub- 
lich eceounts of the ceremonies, including 
the speeches of Minister Wills and Pres.- 
dent Dole and also Jetters of credentials 
from President Cleveland.

And While the Bandage Was Being Re- 
moved from His Eyes 


A BULLET SPED THROUGH HIS HEART 


Tragedy at a Meeting of a Boys’ 
Secret Society. 


AN. ASSASSINATION IN TENNESSEE 


A Young Man Killed by Unknown Par 
ties—An Old Woman Bound, Gagged 
end Robbed—Other Crimes. 


Springfield, Ill., November 19.—Charley 
Willis, thirteen years old, was shot and 
killed tonight while being initiated into a 
secret society, composed of youngsters 
whose ages run from twelve to fifteen 
years. The society was called the “S. 5 Ss. 
S.”’ the letters standing for “Seven Secrets, 
Sitent Shades.” The beys, whose minds 
had evidently become inflamed by blood- 
and-thunder literature, had a cave in the 
outskirts of the city, the walls of the ré- 
treat being hung with pistols, old muskets, 
a few swords and other warlike arrange- 
ments. Today Lewis Barker and Thomas 
Winter, two leading spirits in the. “S. S. 8. 
S..” invited young Willis to joim the band. 
He consented, and was formally initiated, 
after being blindfolded. 

When the ceremony was about over, 
young Barker pointed a pistol at the Willis 
boy, with ihe intention of scaring him, 
Just as the bandage was jerked from the 
eyes of Willis, Barker pulled the trigger, 
and \Villis fell with a bullet hole close to 
his heart. He was quickly carried to-:an 
adjoining house, but died inside of twenty 
minutes. The entire “S. &. s. Ss.” was 
arrested, but most of them declined to say 
anything coneerning the killing, as to do g0 
wus cont rary to their oaths. Some of them, 
however, were frightened into telling enough 
of the occurrence to enable the coroner's 
jury to bring in a verdict of accidental 
death. Young Barker, after the first shock 
of having killed his companion wore off, 
eff as quite a hero.

Nashville, Tenn., November 19.—(Spe- 
einl.j—Abont dark tonight a foul ASSAS- 
sination was committed near Flermituge, 
a spall station twelve miles from this city 
on the Lebanon branch of the Chatanooga 
rond.

EIGHTY LIVES KNOWN TC BE LOST 


Hundreds of Fishing Vessels Shiv- 
ered by the Waves. 


LOCOMOTIVES BLOWN FROM THE TRACK 


Loss of the Steamer New Hampshire. 
Rough Experierce of Chief Mate Swan- 
son—Bodies Washed Ashore. 


London, November 19.—Up to Sunday 
morning at least eighty-five lives are known 
to be lost during the gale which has swept 
over the English coast for forty-eight 
hours and, in addition, the crews of sever- 
al boats are still missing. ‘The newspapers 
are giving every hour further fa- 
talities and records of the damage done by 
the storm. It generally agreed that 
the weather thit has just visited the 
eoasts of England, Secothand and Ireland, 
is the most severe in. many years. Dis- 
patches received from Bauff says that the

wreckage of three vessels. 
Pioneer of Hull was the tirst. vessel straid- 
ed on Friday evening. She was carried 
over the rocks and cast on the sand.

Owing to the severity of the weather, 
the railroads and telegraph lines in the 
north of Ireland are virtually stopped. 

Three vessels have been wrecked 
Leith causing the loss, however, of only 
one life. the other endangered seamen be- 
ing rescued by the lifeboats. Some idea of 
the force of the gale can be gathered from 
the fact that two heavy railroad engines 
were blown off the track near Inverness, 
biocking all traffic north and necessitating 
the dispatch of two wrecking trains to 
clear the track. The wrecking trains have 
not since been heard from, so it is supposed 
that the wreck has been impeded by a 
fall of snow. Three vachts and two 
cousting vessels are reported ashore near 
(Jreenoch. Only four of the twelve members 
of the crew of the steamer Cintra, which 
wis Wrecked neur St. aves, Cornwall, es- 
caped. The coasiguard has been on the 
alert night and day all along the beach 
since [Friday evening, and many exciting 
rescues by means of the rocket apparatus, 
ave reported. During these rescues the 
coast guards brought ashore the seamen 
of the Vulture, Bessie, and four men saved 
from the Cintra. 

Late on Saturday the steamer Rosedale 
entered the harbor of St. Ives, but after 
leiting go her anchor, both chains were 
carried away and she deifted towards the 
rocks. The coast guardsmen manned their 
lifeboats and were preparing to go to the 
rescue When the Rosedale, siranded on 
the rocks, and with difficulty they managed 
to rescue ithe crew DY means of the rocket 
line.

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being dashed against the rocks. A life boa‘ 
from the flampsbire and the body of one of 
the sajlors, still warm, were stranded oft 
St. Ive's head this afternoon, leaving peo- 
ple to beblieve that this man succeeded 
ik Camoring upon the overturned boat and 
that he must have been very near the 
shore when swept from his bold and a@rowan- 
ed. Guardsmen from St. lves have already 
since the commencement of the gale res 
cued forty seamen. Late this evening an 
other ‘body was washed ashore from the 
Hampshire. Owing to the severity of the 
Storm, the mail boats running between Do- 
ver and Calais have been compelled to sus- 
pend ¢heir trip, which is a very unusua! 
occurrence, as these vesseis veuture across 
the channel in very heavy weather. Many 
vessels have sought shelter badly damageu 
under the lee of the high, jutting cliffs of 
the channel, and at least two vessels are 
known to have perished on the Goodwin 
sands. The Deal lifeboat went to the assist- 
unce of the crew of one of these vessels, 
but the lifeboat men were compelled to re- 
turn without having been able to resene 
any of the endangered seamen, as both 
vessels disappeared efore the lifeboats 
could get alongside of them. 

The steamship Lucania, from New York 
to Liverpoor, was unable to land her pas- 
sengers at the latter port until today. Nine 
vessels are reported strande| between 
Grimsby and Cleethrops on Saturday, and 
two of these were dashed to pieces during 
the night. So fearful was the sea that the 
lifeboat was unable to leave the harbor, 
though ite crew made several attempts to 
do so, and lost their coxswain during these 
attempts, the lifabont men be- 
ing crushed between = the pier anid 
the boat. Several steamers anid 
a number of sailing vessels-are reported in 
distress off Spurnhead, at the entrance of 
the Humber river, Yorkshire. The Wilson 
line steamship Buffalo is reported at Grims- 
by, being unable to proceed on account of 
the furious wind and sea. 

Drowning in Sight of Shore. 

The sehoover Wiecklasse has been wrecked 
near Yarmouth and five of the crew were 
drowned while the beat lay on a tedge of rock 
pounding to pleces in full view of thousands 
of Spectators who were utterly unable to ren- 
der any assistance to the drownlug men, it 
was impossible to launch the life boat, on a 
count of the tremendous sea daisning uper 
the coasts and the schooner was to» far ont t 
be reached by the rocket line. Thus the peopte 
on shore saw the poor sailors drowned one by 
one, whwSe thousands stood praring for them 
on shore. 

Considerable anxiety is feit for the safety 
of the large Yarmouth herring fleet as well 
ns for the safety of a number of Scotch fish- 
ing boats, whiclt had just started for home 
when the gale burst over the coast and which 
has not been heard from vince. The Lowest 
Refit I'febont has resened the crews of thre:

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HOW THEY FIGURE IT 


North Alabamians Think the Governor- 
ship Belongs to Them. 


THEIR ARGUMENT FOR THIS CLAIM 


Bay That Section Has Not Had Its Share of 
State Offices—A Mobilian Out as 
a Candidate tor Governor. 


Birmingham, Novembe 19.—(Special.j— 
The people of north Alabama claim that 
this time the governorship belongs to them 
by every right. Joues from south or 
south-zmiddle Alabama, and so also was 
Seay, his predecessor, but they do not 
lay their strongest claim to the office on 
this ground. They figure about this way: 

If a due east and west Tine is run midway 
ucross the state, it will be found that twen- 
ty-nine counties in the north of it and thir- 
ty-seven south of it. ‘The census of 1SU0 
shows that the twenty-nine north Alabama 
counties had 124,676 more white citizens 
than the thirty-seven south Alabama 
counties. The last report of the state au- 
ditor shows that the twenty-nine north Ala- 
bama counties pay $55,190 more taxes than 
the south Alabama counties. 

Of what they have received in the pust 
in the way of offices, the north Alabamians 
refer the same report of the auditor. It 
shows that out of the thirty-two state of- 
fices, their section has only eight, the gross 
salaries of which are $17,200 per year, 
while south Alabama has twenty-four, the 
ealaries of which aggregate $47,650, or 
about three times as much in pumbers anid 
in salary. In addition, out of the S20,000 
paid to clerks and other employes about 
the eapitol, about S16.000 tv south 
Alnbama, and $4,000 to north Alabama. 

South Alabanm has had both United 
States senators since IS7T5. Out of the 
twenty-three governors elected in Alabama 
since 1819, sonth Alabama has swpplied the 
man fifteen years longer than porth Ala- 
bama. In the U nited States senate, south 
Alabama has been represented eighty-nine 
vears and north Alabaina only thirty-seven. 

Furthermore, the north Alabain- 
fans claim that south Alabama 
has owned and controlled the 
railroad commission ever since its ere- 
ation. The Car Service Association reports 
show that six times as many cars are load- 
e1 and unloaded in this half of the state 
than in the other half, and vet they have 
never had but one representative on the 
commission, and that only during the first 
term of its existence. hey sav that while 
it is true the railroads pay the $12,500 nee- 
essary to run tne eomission, they charge 
it vp in their freight bills, and as north 
Alabama pays seven-eig ‘hths of the rail. 
road freighting in the state, she should 
have some representation here. 

The_north Alabamians say they have 
heen “hewers of wood and drawers of water’ 
long enough, and it appears evident that 
they are going to make a hard fight for the 
nomination. Who their candidate will be, 
cannot be foretold with certainty, bui 
evident that they are going to pick 
strongest man in their half of the state 
stand by him to the finish.

Mlonel D. P. Bestor, of Mobile, has 
mn lowed himself to be put forward as a ean- 
didate for the nomination for governor 
hy the next democratic convention. His 
candidacy moaterialiv lessens the bright 
prospects of Mobile’s mayor.

Birmingham, Ala.. November 19.—(Spe- 
oial.)—This city and this st ate were never 
sO .pear a eavh basis as at this time.

They are buying, 
as a rule, ouly what they can pay for, and 
while they are not living as hich, they are 
living more satisfactorily. ‘ farmers 
have been getting out of debt for three 
Years past, and are, as a rule. in much 
better fix now than they bave ever before 
been at this time of year.

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RAILROAD NEWS. 


Some Speculation as to Changes Among 
Central Directors. 


THE ELECTION OCCURS NEXT JANUARY 


Closing the Fraight Offices Earlier Is Met 
with Some Opposition — Move- 
ments ot Recoiver Comer. 


ee ee 


Much talk has been heard in railroad 
circles lately about the coming election of 
directors of the Central railroad. 

The regular annual meeting is to be held 
on the tirst Monday in January, this falling 
of the year next January, 
is confirmed by the court of appeals re- 
storing the power of the majority stock, it 
is claimed thai the action of the Terminal 
people at the next election wid be very 
significant and very interesting to watch. 
It is, said that some changes will be made 
in the board of directors of the company. 

If the court of appeals in New. Orleans 
establishes the decision already rendered by 
Justice Jackson that the majerity stock Is 
legally held by the Terminal people, then 
it is said that some lively manipulations 
may be expected by the Terminal menu 
at the ection in shaping the future policy 
of the Georgin Central. 

Speaking about the business to a news- 
paper reporter the other day in Savannah, 
a prominent member of the board of direc- 
tors had this to say: 

“Whatever is done by the majority stock- 
holders in changing the directors of the 
Central, — eannot interfere with the 
management, (he operation of the read, He 
contipues in charge under the direction 
of the court, no matter who the directors 
are. They will be in a position, though, 
in which they will have exact information 
as to what is being done.” 

“Do you think there would be as much 
harmony under these circumstances 2s 
now ?”’ 

“Hardly.” 

“Do you really anticipate such a change?” 

“Well, L for one am not very sanguine 
that Justice Jackson’s decision will be turn- 
ed down. If it not. all the Terminal 
people have got to do is to come up and 
vote and put in whoever they will. That's 
the situation as it really is. 

“As far as can be learned, no one of the 
present board has been approached with a 
view to his eleetion on a ‘Terminal ticket. 
It is hardly probable that, under existing

do more than elect a bare majority. In 
fact, they might not do that, merely satisfy- 
ing themselves with a representation of 
three or four on the board.”

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New Laws in Various States. 

President ‘Tucker, in his annual ad- 
dress before the American Bar Associa- 
lion, gave an inieresting snminary of 
some of the new laws recently cnacted 
by various states. 

Divorce laws have been Unkered with 
in several states. Absolute divorees are 
now granted iu Rhode Island when the 
parties have been separated by noutual 
consent for ten years. In Colorado a di- 
vorce is granted when either of the pai- 
ties has been an habitual drunkard fer 
one year. 

Michigan authorizes the couris to send 
any person convicied of drunkenness to 
a gold cure institate for treatment vu 
public expense. Many states have passed 
laws: providing tor compulsory education 
and the punishment of truancy. hihode 
Island and Minnesota will hereafter fur- 
nish free school books. Massachusetts 
hus passed an act authorizing towhs ty) 
furnish public play grounds.

Sev- 
eral states have passed laws requiring 
voters to possess certain moral and edu- 
cational qualifications. 

In California ii against the law 
enclose a man's wages in an envelope 
on whieh any political matter is printed. 
In Wyoming if is a penal offense to dis- 
charge 2 man because he has been nomi- 
nated for an office. 

Many of these laws are commendable t 
come are in the nature of fanciful experl- 
ments, but upon the whole our legisia- 
tive reforms seem to have in view the 
welfare of the people.

Prince Pedro, the son of the ¢ 
VEu. who has been proclaimed emperor 
of Brazil by the revolutionist, Adiniral 
Mello, is doubtless very willing to Trount 
the throne, but the chances are that he 
will have a bard road to travel. 

The prince is the grandson of the late 
Emperor Dom Pedro, whore daughter 
Ixabella. married the Count du. a mem- 
ber of ‘he house Oreluns. Tle is a 
young man of tw enty-cight, and has been 
until recently an officer in the Austrian 
army. Whether he is in Brazil or is on 
his way to that country is not known :t 
presemi.

Prince Pedro is descended frou: the 
gyeat houses of Braganza, Hapsburg and 
Orleans. He is closely related to all the 
reigning sovereigns of Europe, and will 
naturally have dwheir sympathy, and pos- 
siblv their material aid. But much will 
dl spond upon the result of the great naval 
fought off the eoast of 
Admiral Metlo 
and President Peixotto. fi thought 
that the fighi will be one of the most 
potable sea conflicts of ithe present gen- 
eration. and its issue may decide whether 
2eazil is to remain a republic or 
the monarchy.

Mr. Varnedoe’s friends and famity have

Bla BONES, 
A hKiare Collection of Remains of Extinet 
Monsters. 

A remnant in the shape of the first ver- 
tebra of one of the most remarkable ani- 
mals of prehistoric Americu is in ihe pos- 
session of Colonel George W. Scott, ihe 
phosphate manufacturer of this city. 

The vertebra is known to the medeal 
and scjentifie world as the tias’’ of the 
spiugal column, I'rom the wondertul pro- 
portions of this strange bone, the hypo- 
thesis might be drawn that it formerly be- 
longed tothe largest animal known of by 
nan. ‘Ihe vertebra measures sixty-four 
inches in cireumference and sixteen inches 
from one spinous process to the other, It 
is abvut tive inches in thickness avd 
weizht is something like thirteen pounds, 
Ata glance the bone would be mistook for 
that of a former human giant, so similar 
in the construction of the bone. ‘The for- 
amen magnum of the bone is live inches 
ueross, While the foramen of the greater 
nerves and _xrteries is three inches in 
breadth. The lower surface of the bone is 
convex from side to side and concave from 
before Dackwards. ‘The articular facets 
and demi-facets are plainly cutlined. ‘The 
facets for the occipital condyles are well 
shown. A large tubercle roughened 
part represents the spinous process, 

The articulation with the adontoid 
eess of the “axis’ is well outlined. Al- 
together this bone ts probably the most 
wonderful one that Colonel Scott has in his 
possession, and it is supposed to be that of 
a urastodon. 

Besides this rare specimen of bone tis- 
Colonel Scott has also a portion of 
what is supposed to be an elephant’s tusk. 
This is another specimen unknown to 
osteological science of the present day. 
rom its dimensions, the conclusion wouid 
be drawn that it was once owned by an 
antmal weighing several toms. The por- 
tion of the truuk, which was seen. is as 
large as the average man's boldly and no 
doubt its original length would easily meas- 
ure twenty feet. Both of the specimens 
are in a state of tine preservation, and from 
What could be gathered it js reasonable 
fo stippose they are easily a liaif a dozen 
centuries old. 

Ossified molars or grinders belonging to 
various animals may be seen at Colonel 
Scotts offices. This is only «a were men- 
tion of what was seen. 

Where These Bores Are Found. 

Colonel Seott owns and controls one of 
tue largest phosphate beds or “finds” in the 
lower portion of Florida, on “Peace” river. 
from the depths of the stream these phos- 
phates ave chiefly procured. The dredging 
machines plow the depths ot the river daily 
In search of phosphate material fhe river. 
Where these eigantic bones are found, will 
average forty- foet in depth, and its bot- 
tom 1s CoOvere | orincipally with a fine WV hite 
sand aid sravel. The phosphate material 
is brought from the bed'of the stream by 
suction pumps, which are operated in " 
nection With the dredging muchines.

In the presence of other bers of the 
league he stated that he so accepted the 
order and that he would comply with it 
by sending to the various elubs the smount 
authorized in the resolution. 

Bat Vice President Altmerer never car- 
ried ont the instructions contained im the 
resolution and still has the money in his 
hands. . 

It is this Honey Mr. 
ident of the late Macon 
enjoined. 

ltis a well-known fact all over the league 
that every one of the clubs credited in 
that resolution, whose authority Vice Pres- 
ident Altiueyer acknowledged. has ‘tried re- 
Jot atedly to get the amount due from the 
fund. 

And it is a well-known fact all over the 
league that not them has succecd- 
ed. 

At one time there was some talk umong 
some members of the league about moving 
igainst Mr. Altmever’s boeorrel, bear iis yreat 
popularity with the membership of the 
lengne and his high business stamling in 
Macon, caused the contemplated movement 
to frowned down. Then as the clubs 
becaune climorous for their money, Mr. 
Altmerer became a letter writer, and in 
Writing to the clubs, promised to comply 
therewith, but asked further time. 

Now as to the suit against thie Southern 
Association of Baseball Clubs, Mr. Sperry 
has the consent of the membership to go 
on and suc. If one suit is not enough, he 
cu sue and if two do not satisis 
him, he esu iustruct his attorneys to file 
them as oiten us he likes. 

Macon never hed a vested right even in 
the old Southern League. Neither did any 
town in the league as far as that is con- 
cerned. ‘the other Southern League was 
not chartered and had no existence In law. 
li was siroply 2% compact of clubs whien 
joined together for the purpose of giving 
each other what protection might be need- 
ed as long as it fasted. There was noth- 
ing which prevented the disbandment of 
the league or the drawing out of any cluo 
at any time. When the Southern League 
disbanded it did so by the vote of every 
member thereof. Kiven Maco itself, 
through its proxy, voted for the disband- 
Wewt. 

The position of the Macon elub is abso- 
lutely untenable, and undoubtedly would 
not have been taken had Mr. Sperry and 
his associates received the minutes of the 
Chattanooge meeting. As a matter of 
fact, none of the league of “995 have tried 
to get what belonged to the league. At the 
Augusta meetiug, as has been stated, the 
sinking fund commiitee, through Mr. Alt- 
mever, the trustee, made its repert the 
money in its hands and the leasne, oY 
resvlution, awarded to each club of the nine 
then remaining, its proportion of this furl. 
That award was accepted by Mr. Ali- 
meyer as an order to pay to each elub 
the amount stated, and he promised <o pay 
if immediately. For reasons which have 
been given and which the newspapers have 
stated time and again, he has failed to 
turn over this amount to the elubs. ‘That 
is all there is in it The money belongs to 
the individual chuibs. 

As to the disbandment 
League and the creation 
Association, the Macon 
avain at fault.

THE CHRISTIAN WORKERS’ CONVENTION

After 
remarking upon the perpetual lesson of 
industry taught us by the works of na- 
ture, and expounding numerous passages of 
scripture relating to the same subject, Dr. 
Hawthorne said: 

Should Be Sure of Their Commission. 

“But be sure when you go into the Lord’s 
Vineyard that you do the Lord’s work and 
not your own. In a great religious 
vention [ witnessed a singular contest 
tween a ‘Keeley cure’ man and a ‘faith 
eure’ man. In reply to a speech from the 
‘Keeley cure’ man, the ‘saith cure’ man 
offered a vorayer in which ne cunningly 
argued against the ‘heeley and mag- 
nified the faith treatment. I am = sure 
ihat in this transaction neither of them 
did the Lord's work. 

‘Teaching 
te the sacred seripture is 
work, Preaching heresy, 
done with th> utmost “neerity, and with 
the best of motives, is not a contribution 
to the Lord's canse. One of the mosi re- 
higious and conscientions men [ have ever 
known spent his life in preaching that only 
Christans have souls, and that the wicked 
have no existence after death.

When the wife goes the ballot box and 
votes, or to the courtroom to practice law, 
or on to the platform to make a. political 
speech, she is not only disloyal to her sex, 
her husband and her children, but she 
practically an infidel. Whether she means 
to do it or not. she is giving support to a 
doctrine which had its origin among the 
Jacobins of Franc:

The bill makes no changes among the 
colored troops. 

“Thirdly, uniformity will be established 
as to the number of officers of a regiment 
and battalion—tield and staff officers.” 
Kach regiment having been organized as 
already cited, has a number of majors of 
iis own making, namely, the First one; 
the Second, one;the Third, three; the 
Fourth, three; the Fifth cavalry 
is restricted to a major to each four com- 
panies. 

*This is a very irregular and unsatisfactory. 
As for the regimental and battalion staff 
officers, the number varies considerably. 
Moreover, certain officers who have no 
specific functions are authorized, while the 
very important office of inspector of rifle 
practice is provided for in but two com- 
mands. Certain commands have chaplains, 
others none. The bill fixes the ‘number of 
majors, and provides for a uniform staff 
consisting of a chaplain, an adjutant, a 
quartermaster, a commissary and an in- 
spector of rifle practice. This latter officer 
is the signal officer. The several regimen- 
tal staff ofticers are given the rank of cap- 
tain; and it is hoped thereby to secure 
ereater Gffigiegcy and greater interest. 
Moreover by giving this rank to this staff. 
the possible field for selection is broadened 
to inelude captains of companies, who 
would be indifferent as to staff positions 
with reduced rank. In this connection I 
am Pleased to be able to say that the ques- 
tion of rank and its attendant advantages 
are beginning to be appreciated, which may 
be regarded as a hopeful sign. The major 
of at battalion will be entitled to a staff 
consisting of an adjutant, a first lieutenant 
and a sergeant major.. Such a staff will 
be necessary in matters of administration 
as well as in field duties.

“Does the bill change the composition 
of companies?”

“In what measure does the 
upon the discipline of tue force?”

THE POPE'S SUMMER HOME.

The tower vf Pius IV., chose by Leo NII. 
for his summer retreat, has been recently re- 
stored and separated froem the ramparts built 
by Leo X. four centuries ago in defence of the 
Leonine vity and the vatican palace. During 
tiveses sixteen years of self-cmposed imprisvn- 
ment his ho.iness is said to have suffered se- 
verely from lack of the bracing mountain air 
of Perugia, the city where he Hved for 
many years. And it was for the purpose of 
escaping from the oppressive heat of his vati- 
ean kingdom—which is in reality a litce city 
within the Eternal City, offering all the incon- 
veniences of an overpopulated center—that be 
sought the cool shade of the iso_‘ated tower be- 
yond the green fticxls and shady trees of his 
garden... The pope has always taken a great 
interest in his garden—in 
tilave of the land; but his interest especially 
eentered in the olives and vineyards which he 
had planted, anid he watches anxiousiy, follow- 
ing with unaffected pleasure the ripening of 
his grapes and the gathering at vintage time. 
He traced himself on a map the avenues whica 
he had made to enlarge the circuit of his daily 
drives, and he turned and twisied them about 
so that he might pass through the different 
plantations and enjoy a variety of scenery. At

the extremity of these extensive grounds there
